BIG SAVING. 


IGURING that a horse will require daily an 

average of 12 pounds of oats, 22 pounds of 
hay and 40 pounds of straw, saying nothing of 
bran and sweet feed in minor quantities, and 
that there will be a minimum of 1,000 horses 
present at Hialeah Park for the forthcoming 
race meeting, horsemen who will be there will 
have the benefit of a saving of approximately 
$30,000 by virtue of the reduced feed prices an- 
nounced by the Hector Supply Company, of 
Miami, after the recent conference between Louis 
Hector and Barry Shannon at Idle Hour Farm. 


THE BLOOD-HORSE is glad to have aided in 
bringing about this happy condition for the 
coming season. It is an outgrowth of our hav- 
ing called attention last winter to the high prices 
charged by the Hector Supply Company, and the 
subsequent appearance at Hialeah of others who 
sold feed at prices less than those charged by 
the Miami firm. 


After having gained full knowledge of the sit- 
uation existing last winter, THE BLOOD-HORSE is 
satisfied that those high prices were due rather 
more to the Hector Supply Company’s having 
bought feed too early and, therefore, at a heavy 
disadvantage against a dropping market, than 
an attempt to practice extortion, though the prices 
Were such as to give the appearance of unfair- 
hess when compared with the wholesale feed 
prices existing just prior to and during the race 
meeting. 

THE BLOOD-HORSE has the assurance of Louis 
Hector that it is the purpose of his company to 
treat the horsemen fairly at all times and to 
charge them only a reasonable profit on feed, 
and we believe his firm intends to and will do 
just that. 

Meanwhile, we would suggest to the horsemen 
that they be as particular about paying their 
feed bills as they are about getting good feed 
and proper weight. It would surprise the readers 
of this magazine to know the number of horses 
feed dealers at racing points have had to take 
in lieu of money in settlement of feed bills dur- 
ing the last two years. 

We daresay the books of all feed dealers will 


show that where they have been compelled to 
take horses they have lost money. They have 
not undertaken to race such horses. They have 
had to sell them for use in riding academies, on 
farms and for other purposes. Some they have 
had virtually or actually to give away. 


Let us make the suggestion to managers of 
race tracks and to horsemen racing at all meet- 
ings that each one help the feed men collect 
for feed when and as due. That practice will 
lessen the cost of feed to all, and it will benefit 
racing in divers ways. 


HOOEY. 

NDER the caption “Turftypes,”’ Nelson Dun- 

stan writes entertainingly in The Morning 
Telegraph (New York), but, we think, his well- 
deserved tribute to Capt. Clovis E. Duhain, chief 
of the Pinkerton Detective Agency’s race track 
forces, would have read better had he omitted 
the following: 


“They (the Pinkertons) have an index of all 
‘undesirables’ on the American and Canadian 
tracks, and from the day of birth, and how many 
pounds he weighed, they have his complete 
record.” 


That is what people of this day call “hooey.” 
It is what the oldsters used to call “bushwa.” 
In other words it is not simon-pure, unvarnished 
truth. If it were true, and the Pinkertons were 
as alert as pictured by Mr. Dunstan, we would 
not be hearing so frequently, if at all, of race 
fixing, doping, poisoning, sponge stuffing, ringing, 
and numerous other infractions of the sports 
code and the law of the land. 


But, we agree, race tracks would be decidedly 
the worse for absense of guardians with police 
powers than now, yet we would impress the 
track owners with the fact that their guardians, 
however good they may be, are not as keen as 
the crooks they are expected to keep off the 
premises and out of the game. Whether they be 
Pinkertons or otherwise, better men are needed 
at all tracks. 

Only in this year the head (not a Pinkerton) 
of the protection force at a famous race track 
was found to have padded his payroll. He could

not produce four men whose services had been 
regularly paid for by the track’s owners. Was 
that man banished from employment at other 
tracks? He was not. Why not? We wonder. 


YELLOW CORN. 

GROUP of horsemen at the Thoroughbred 

Club meeting last Friday at the Phoenix 
Hotel fell to discussing yellow corn and its merits 
in comparison with white corn. A dealer in 
feeds contributed the information that nearly all 
Thoroughbred breeders prefer the yellow to the 
white variety, but none of the horsemen present 
appeared to be quite sure why they preferred 
the yellow. One man believed it contained more 
heat than the white. 

After the meeting, a member of THE BLOOD- 
HorsE staff referred the question to Prof. E. S. 
Good, head of the animal husbandry department 
at the Kentucky Agricultural Experiment Sta- 
tion, eliciting the following information: 

The distinguishing feature of yellow corn as 
a feed is that it contains Vitamin A, a growth- 
imparting force which apparently has the fur- 
ther characteristic of furnishing protection 
against certain diseases, especially in the wind- 
pipe and respiratory tract. The same vitamin is 
found in carrots and all green feed-stuffs. Dur- 
ing the summer months pastures furnish horses 
with plenty of Vitamin A, but in the winter when 
green feeds are scarce, it is advisable to feed 
yellow corn, especially to the yearlings just 
turning 2-year-olds, which are then in a critical 
stage of their development. Repeated experi- 
ments have proved that yellow corn furnishes 
this growth-producing force in greater abun- 
dance than white corn, and farmers long since 
noticed that their hogs fattened better on yel- 
low corn. The price is the same for either va- 
riety. 

The moral is plain.

ODDS AND ENDS 
By OLD ROSEBUD 
AMES (QUINCY) JOHNSON must have ex- 
perienced a whole assortment of emotions at 
Pimlico on “charity day’’ when he saw the best 
horse he has ever owned, Repaid, winning the 
most important race of the day at the direct 
expense of Kerry Patch, a grandson, in male 
line, of Trojan, which won the Futurity at Sara- 
toga for him. That Futurity was the only race 
the burly chestnut won in his brief racing ca- 
reer (concluded the same year), but he won it in 
deep slop by three lengths. The Finn, favorite 
in the race, deposited Jockey Kederis in the gum- 
bo of the track. That the last Westchester Fu- 
turity winner is an improvement over his sire, 
Desperate Desmond, and his grandsire, will hard- 
ly be contested. Whether that is high praise is 
questionable, since Trojan has been counted as 
among the worst of the Futurity winners and 
Desperate Desmond failed to train long enough 
to render a well established impression of what 
might have been his class. 
oh * 
HAT Peter Pan, the new Australasian ‘won- 
der,” is no mean shakes of a race horse he 
demonstrated clearly in the past week. This fel- 
low, now only three years and two months old, 
on Saturday won the V. R. C. Derby, following 
it up with a victory at weight-for-age in the 
two-miles Melbourne Cup on Tuesday, another in 
the mile Linlithgow Stakes on Thursday, and he 
very probably will have annexed the Fisher Plate, 
at a mile and a half two days later as you read 
this. ‘“That,’’ triumphantly announced Charley 
Stanhope in telling the writer about Peter Pan's 
prodigious class, “is what we call ‘testing’ a 
horse.” 
FTER sustaining almost as many reversals 
as were encountered by Voltaire’s Candide, 
A. C. Bostwick’s Mate appears to have acquired 
a new philosophical perspective, and here we 
find him, @ winner of $214,775 last year, gar- 
nering his first purse in 15 attempts this season. 
The Prince Pal 4-year-old, winner of the Classic 
and Preakness, scored his last success prior to 
that at Pimlico on Thursday in the Thanksgiving 
Handicap in November, 1931. The blond horse 
had telegraphed his blows, however, by finish 
ing lapped on Tred Avon, Maryland's gray ghost, 
and the redoubtable Equipoise in the Washington 
Handicap, at Laurel. The Bostwick star is de 
veloping such splendid form at present that it 
seems likely he will prove “the one to beat”’ for 
the mile and a half Riggs of November 12. 
* 
LOT of horses attempted comebacks this 
year, Equipoise, Questionnaire, Twenty 
Grand, Jack High, Jamestown, The Nut and 
Gallant Knight, among others. Equipoise was 
most successful. Gallant Knight, Jack High and 
Questionnaire all forcibly made their presence 
felt for several weeks each. But the greatest 
of all the comers back in the annals of America’s 
Turf was the gelding whose name this writer 
is picking around atop this alleged column. “Old 
Buddy” proved himself the best 2 year-old of 
1913 (he was the leading money-winning per- 
former of the year), then bowed. He came back 
the following spring to win the Kentucky Derby 
and undoubtedly was the best horse in training 
that year, but bowed again. Away from the 
races for two years, he again returned as a 6- 


year-old in 1917 to win 15 of 21 starts, being 
unplaced only twice. Once more he went wrong 
and did not reappear until 1919; in the course 
of that and the next three seasons he was ac- 
tive, Old Rosebud was a frequent stakes winner 
and defeated the best horses in the country. He 
won just half of his 80 starts and lived to beat 
crack performers not yet born when he won the 
Kentucky Derby in record time over a greasy 
track. Sometimes the _ writer is inclined to 
agree with ‘Screw’ Sanders that Old Rosebud 
was the greatest racing machine ever to have 
looked through a bridle. But then to go on 
record with such a speech is covering too much 
territory. However, it may be said there was 
none more worthy of admiration. 
* * &

at the efforts of those experting pedigrees 
without at some time granting them a like op- 
portunity ... mention above of Old Rosebud has 
caused the writer to wonder if a stouter pedi- 
gree in certain points is possible. The names 
which particularly impress the writer are those 
in capital letters:

Now, there is a pedigree! You are cordially 
invited to cavil at the manner in which the 
writer “reads” Old Rosebud’s ancestry until you 
feel perfectly appeased. But remember. race- 
track performances are the test of a pedigree’s 
worth and this particular one is well embattled 
in the records. 


ROWNING GLORY appears the sprinter his 

breeding and conformation suggest. The 
near-brother to Pairbypair has been an unlucky 
sort all season; spreading a hoof on the eve of 
the Arlington Futurity’s inaugural, for which he 
was conceded an excellent chance, and now 
caulking himself in the effort which was to serve 
as a tightener for the Pimlico edition of the 
Futurities. It may be that in White Thorn, a 
roan son of the distance-running Espino, Mrs. J. 
H. Whitney’s string includes a better prospect 
than in Crowning Glory. At $1,250 White Thorn 
was a bargain. He trimmed some good ones at 
a mile and a sixteenth through Pimlico slop in 
his last essay as this is written.

ANDER POOL, the colt which, largely 
through the clever management of Trainer 
“Pud”’ McDaniel, ran up a string of 11 straights 
at two in 1930, has retrograded much since “them 
days,” according to his recent languid effort in 
Maryland, in which he was unable to head $3,000 
platers. Time was when the Campfire colt was 
one of the fastest horses away from the barrier 
in America. Must be a dent in this animal 
somewhere.

HE dead Phar Lap’s sister, Nea Lap, finally 
has disembarked among us, over a week be- 
hind schedule. The Australasian mare is no Yo 
Tambien on looks, but will pass muster and when 
bred to so rugged a sire as is The Porter, which 
heads the J. H. Whitney stud, should produce 
an acceptable sample of the blooded-horse. 
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SWIVEL’S PEDIGREE 


By J. A. ESTES 


HE record of this season’s 2-year-olds has no 

more continuity; pattern, coherence and 
definition than a bow] of spaghetti. Since spring 
the “champions” have been passing in review, 
and none has remained at the top long enough 
to be called the champion. There is a general 
disposition to call Ladysman the season’s best, 
a consensus with which I am quite ready to 
agree, since there is no other colt or filly with 
a better record for the season. But Swivel, win- 
ner of the Pimlico Futurity of last Saturday, has 
a claim which is only slightly less strong than 
that of some half a dozen other contestants for 
top honors. 


The pedigree of Swivel is an indication that 
she will be an important factor in next year’s 
3-year-old affairs, especially in races confined 
to fillies. Few of the racers of her age have 
pedigrees that could be considered an improve- 
ment over the family tree of Swivel. Her sire 
is *Swift and Sure, a young horse brought over 
by Walter J. Salmon and placed at his Mere- 
worth Stud, Lexington. Despite the superb 
breeding of this horse, he has been patronized 
so little that many seasons to him have been 
given away. He came to America without the 
reputation of having been a great horse in Eng- 
land, although he had won the Exeter Stakes, 
the 114-mile Chester Vase and the 11,-mile 
Duchess of York Stakes. He finished fourth in 
Coronach’s Derby in 1928, after having stepped 
on a dog which ran across the track after the 
field had turned into the straightaway, and it 
was the consensus that he was the unluckiest 
horse in that field. His jockey believed that, 
but for the accident, he would have been at least 
second. *Swift and Sure broke down _ shortly 
before the St. Leger Stakes. On the score of 
breeding he has as good a pedigree as any horse 
imported to America in many years. He is by 
Swynford, whose sons and grandsons have made 
him an outstanding figure among English stal- 
lions in recent years, and is own brother to the 
Oaks and One Thousand Guineas winner Saucy 
Sue and to Bold and Bad, successful sire in Aus- 
tralia. The tail-female ancestry of *Swift and 
Sure is like a string of pearls—-Good and Gay, 
Popinjay, Chelandry, Illuminata, Paraffin, Para- 
diem, Ellen Horne, etc. 


Many of the get of *Swift and Sure are un- 
usually large and of a rough appearance. Swivel 
is no exception. Her masculine heft stood her in 
good stead last Saturday and probably will do 
so again whenever conditons are particularly 
trying. 

No less distinguished is the distaff side of 
Swivel’s ancestry. Toddle, her dam, bred by A. 
B. Hancock, and sold as a yearling for $2,000, 
aJthough she proved worthless as a racer (twice 
unplaced at two), has been a great brood mare. 
Her first foal, Gavotte, a filly by *Light Brigade, 
won and was twice placed in stakes races. 
Charleston, the next foal, a brother to Gavotte, 
died at two. Dr. Freeland, also by *Light Bri- 
gade, came next; he was a winner of approxi- 
mately $150,000, including the Preakness Stakes. 
Ladson, by Ladkin, foaled in 1928, did not win, 
but Mad Pursuit, by Mad Hatter, won the San- 
ford Stakes and finished second in the Futurity 
at Belmont Park. Swivel is Toddle’s first foal

(Spinaway Stakes and grandam of Mokatam), Ed- 
ward (Flash, Grand Union Hotel Stakes, also win- 
ner in England), Lady Winifred (Criterion, Zephyr 
Stakes and grandam of the stakes winner H. T. 
Waters), Post Mark (dam of the stakes winner Stamp- 
dale, the winners Stamp and Postage and the pro- 
ducer Postal), Aldebaran (25 wins, including Grey 
Stakes, Hochelaga Handicap), Prairie, Altmaha (20 
wins) and Prince of Orange. Passan was also dam 
of the producer Noreen, grandam of the stakes win- 
ner Dr. Happy.

by *Swift and Sure. Toddle was barren in 1925 
and 1927. 

Toddle’s sire, Celt, sired the dam of Gallant 
Fox, Petee-Wrack, Sun Edwin and a host of 
other good winners. Her dam, Fox Trot, was by 
*Star Shoot, the greatest broodmare sire in this 
country in the century. The next dam, Passan, 
was a great producer and had impeccable breed- 
ing—by Hamburg out of *Pastorella, the dam 
of Colin. Toddle had two crosses of Mannie 
Gray, the dam of Domino, and two crosses of 
Hermit. The Domino-Hanover cross enables her 
to transmit a high order of speed to her off- 
spring. 

The closest inbreeding in Swivel’s pedigree is 
to Isinglass, an indication of stamina. Hermit 
occurs a little further back, twice in the fifth 
and once in the sixth generation. *Swift and 
Sure has two St. Simon crosses and an extra 
cross of Goaegin. Bend Or is missing.

AT PIMLICO. 


HE Maryland Jockey Club’s meeting at Pim- 

lico reached its climax with the running of 
the Pimlico Futurity last Saturday, November 
5. The meeting has not been distinguished by 
any great success, and still has to bear a daily 
tax of $6,000 to the state and an additional $3,- 
000 to the city of Baltimore. The opening day 
carried a charity program and the management 
reported a net profit of only $855 for the day, 
but the fund turned over to the committee on 
unemployment relief that amount and an addi- 
tional $9,000, representing the taxes waived by 
the city and state. This brings the amount of 
money paid into the Maryland welfare fund this 
year up to about $225,000, and there are still 
two more charity days to go, the first two of 
the Bowie meeting. The crowd which attended 
the program of last Saturday, the climax of the 
meeting, was variously estimated between 20,000 
and 25,000, which was short of what the man- 
agement had hoped for, since the race had an 
added value of $40,000. 

Last week’s racing had a number of interest- 
ing high lights. Monday, October 31, Repaid 
beat Kerry Patch in a warming-up test for the 
Pimlico Futurity, and Microphone got a nose 
decision over Pairbypair in a short six-furlong 
struggle. November 1, on a sloppy track, two 


good mares, Con Amore and Kincsen, tied up in 
the best race of the day, Con Amore winning. 
Wednesday, November 2, G. H. Bostwick’s Mask- 
ed Knight was made a 1-to-2 favorite in the best 
race of the day, in which he was beaten a half- 
length by Mrs. C. Oliver Iselin’s Magyar, a plater 
on which Frank Munden had the mount. Although 
Masked Knight appeared the best in the race, 
Munden was able to outride the amateur, Mr. 
Bostwick, who was on his own horse. The de- 
feat of the horse through the inability of his 
rider to match the skill of a professional jockey 
brought him a chorus of boos as he returned 
to the stands. 

Thursday, November 3, A. C. Bostwick’s Mate, 
a near-champion at two and three, but a failure 
at four, won his first race in 15 starts this sea- 
son. The event was an overnight affair at a 
mile and 70 yards, in which he carried 109 pounds 
and defeated St. Brideaux, Pilate and others. 
Mate will now be strongly supported for what- 
ever engagements he accepts in Maryland. The 
same day the Wheatley Stable’s Iseult, by *Sir 
Gallahad III, won the overnight race which car- 
ried the title of Pimlico Home-Bred Stakes (fall 
division). Acautaw was second, The Pelican 
third. Fair and warm weather in the middle of 
the week brought an increase in the attendance, 
but on Friday, November 4, the air was cold 
and uncomfortable, cutting down the crowd 
again. White Lies won the overnight Annapolis 
Handicap, beating Projectile a neck. 

November 5 offered several good races in ad- 
dition to the Futurity, won by longshot Swivel. 
In the third race the support of the crowd was 
so well divided among several good ones that 
Springsteel and Mountain Elk were equal choices, 
each at $4.10 to $1. Springsteel carried the col- 
ors of S. W. Labrot to victory. In a smart six- 
furlong brush, Pairbypair beat Halcyon a nose 
in 1:11 3-5, and in a test at a mile and 70 yards 
Con Amore got a nose victory over the odds- 
on favorite, Mr. Sponge. 

The management had booked the Baltimore 
Handicap, a former stakes race. as an overnight 
handicap with a purse of $2,500, to be run on 
Wednesday, November 2, but the slow track re- 
duced the entries to five, of which only three 
were considered sure starters. Consequently the 
race was called off and a substitute arranged. 

Pimlico scheduled only three stakes races this 
fall, though it continued other fixtures as over- 
night events. The Bowie Handicap was run Tues- 
day of this week, the Walden Handicap was set 
for November 11, Armistice Day, and the Riggs 
Handicap for Saturday, November 12, the last 
day. The following Monday the Bowie meeting 
opens with the first of two charity days, after 
which it will end the Maryland season with 12 
other days of racing. 


SWIVEL’S PIMLICO FUTURITY. 


Early this summer when Walter J. Salmon 
leased his Thoroughbred interests to Adolphe 
Pons, his fiscal agent, he turned over to Mr. Pons 
also the responsibility of operating these inter- 
ests without cost to Mr. Salmon. It was ob- 
viously no easy job. Many feared that the move 
marked the beginning of the end of Mr. Salmon’s 
connection with the sport. But Mr. Pons and 
other members of the staff put their shoulders 
to the wheel right hopefully. Last Saturday, 
November 5, their efforts brought a great re- 
ward, the $62,430 first money in the Pimlico Fu- 
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turity ($40,000 added, 2-year-olds, entire colts 
and fillies, 1 1-16 miles), run at Pimlico. The 
medium of this triumph was the filly Swivel, 
which beat 17 others to the finish in the year’s 
second richest 2-year-old stakes. Swivel, carry- 
ing 116 pounds, finished a length ahead of J. E. 
Widener’s Golden Way (122). The favorite, the 
Quincy Stable’s Repaid (119), was half a length 
farther back in third place, beating W. R. Coe’s 
Pomponius (119) by a nose. The Futurity ac- 
complished a little more mottling of an already 
well mottled picture of the 2-year-old situation. 


The stall gate was not used, since it does not 
contain enough stalls to accommodate so large 
a field. Twelve minutes were spent at the post, 
a wait which was not much harder on one starter 
than on another, as the conditions of the race 
do not allow for a wide variation in weights. The 
start was good, except that the Sagamore Sta- 
ble’s Wave On (119) was left flat-footed and 
Dynastic (119) and Kerry Patch (122) got away 
so slowly that they had virtually no chance. The 
rush for the first turn was a riot in which crowd- 
ing was inevitable. Balios (122) and Barn Swal- 
low (116), escaping trouble, went out to take 
the lead and were head-and-head four lengths 
ahead of the others by the time the field had 
straightened up in the backstretch. Iseult (119) 
and Swivel were at the head of the second di- 
vision, closely followed by Repaid, but Iseult 
soon dropped back. Barn Swallow was lapped 
on the pacemaking Balios until near the end of 
the backstretch, after which she dropped back 
until she was fourth from last at the finish. A. 
Robertson, on The Darb, slipped the Whitney 
colt through on the inside and sent him up to 
third place, ahead of Swivel, in the backstretch, 
but found his mount quitting thereafter. Pete 
Walls, riding Repaid, had the son of Kai-Sang 
going snugly until the far turn. There, as J. 
Gilbert touched Swivel with the whip and started 
for the pacemaking Balios, Walls made >is move 
with Balios. For a moment Repaid w: second, 
running on the outside, then he and he filly 
Swept past the tiring Balios. The run through 
the early part of the homestretch prcved de- 
cisive. Swivel outdid the Quincy Stale colt 
and had him beaten, with a half-length lead, a 
furlong out, where Balios was still holdiner third. 
In the run to the finish, Gilbert kept the Pons 
filly under a hard drive as a new contend:-r sud- 
denly appeared on the scene. Golden Way, a son 
of John P. Grier—*Milky Way II, by Fitz Her- 
bert, which had started slowly and had been out 
of the running for the first six furlongs, got 
clear in the stretch and passed tiring horses until 
at the finish he was second, a length behind the 
winner and half a length ahead of Repaid and 
Pomponius, the latter two being only a nose 
apart. Pomponius ran a creditable race, finish- 
ing well after having had to race wide all the 
way. Balios, worn out from his duel with Barn 
Swallow, was next, a length back. Sarada (122), 
another that was slow to start, was sixth. Lap- 
ped on him was Technique (119), and in a group 
behind her came Caterwaul (119), Bright Shad- 
ow (110), Wave On (119), Dynastic (119) and 
Notebook (116). Still farther back were The 


Darb, Kerry Patch, Barn Swallow, Inlander 
(122) and Euryalus (119). 
Repaid was favorite at $3.80 to $1. The win- 


ner’s mutuel price was $24.90. The race was 
run in the customary manner as regards time, 
each succeeding quarter being slower than the 


preceding. Time, :23 3-5, :48, 1:13 2-5, 1:40, 
1:46 4-5. Stakes division, $62,430, $5,000, $2,500, 
$1,000. Nominators’ awards, $2,500 to Mere- 
worth Stud, $1,000 to J. E. Widener, $500 to H. 
F. Sinclair as breeder of Repaid. Pedigree and

BOWLING BROOK DISPERSAL. 


In the language of an astute horseman who 
attended the dispersal sale of Morris and Wal- 
den’s Bowling Brook Stud in the paddock at 
Pimlico race track Friday morning, November 4, 
“what a massacre it was!’”’ The 18 head brought 
only $1,285, average $71.39. Of the total, $600 
was for the stallion *Mackenzie II, which was 
purchased by Sumner Pingree, of Boston, and is 
to stand at his Flying Horse Farm, in Massa- 
chusetts, very likely for the purpose of producing 
hunters and steeplechasers. No Army buyers 
were present, and the same astute horseman re- 
marked that “they missed a fine chance to get 
right mares.” This sale produced much wonder 
as to what may happen in the vendue of the 
mares Col. Phil T. Chinn shipped from Kentucky 
last week for sale at Timonium Fair Grounds 
Tuesday evening of this week. The Bowling 
Brook offerings looked fairly well, but nobody 
had a strong desire to possess them, as is evi- 
denced by the following summary:

THE END AT LATONIA. 


HE season ends this week, the overnight La- 

tonia Cup renewal marking the last program, 
Saturday, November 12. Bob Saxton reported in 
The Cincinnati Enquirer Monday of this week: 
“Last week was an awful blow to the course. 
Every day was a loser due to the bad weather 
and the wet track, and then came Saturday to 
climax the week. Saturday was a terrific blow, 
the track going in the red for some $15,000, due 
to the $25,000 being added to the Latonia Cham- 
pionship.” 

The Cincinnati Times-Star reported Monday of 
this week that it had learned from an authori- 
tative source that the Latonia Jockey Club would 
lose $50,000 on its meeting. It stated further that 
the management lost $11,000 the day the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club Stakes was run and $17,000 
on Latonia Championship day. 

Regardless of these published figures, there is 
no disposition on the part of horsemen and others 
in constant attendance at the track to believe 
that the Latonia Jockey Club will suffer much 
of a loss. The finances of Kentucky tracks are 
not made available to the public, through the 
State Racing Commission or otherwise, as they 
should be. No proper regulation is possible 
without such information. 

The Latonia track proper has been a problem 
this fall. It drains very poorly and has been in 
bad condition during most of the meeting with 
the result that horsemen were wary of entering 
their better horses. The course has many holes 
in it. For the Latonia Championship of last 
Saturday, won by the California-owned Gallant 
Sir, the track was deep in mud. 

Thursday, November 3, in the eighth race, 
M. M. Riddle’s Stop Gap and E. L. Snyder’s Star 
Play ran a dead heat, six lengths ahead of the 
nearest competition. It was the first dead heat 
on a Kentucky course since October 30, 1928, 
when Broadside and Canaan were “tied” for a 
race at Latonia. 

November 4, Plunkett and Chinn’s I Pass, at 
odds better than 40 to 1, was disqualified after 
beating S. S. Combs’ Plumage and E. A. Igle- 
heart's Bay Angon in a close finish in the fourth 
race, a six-furlong sprint. Many horsemen and 
others were incensed by the disqualification of 
I Pass, claiming that he and his rider, O. Clelland, 
were no more at fault than the other two. 
Plumage, according to these observers, was re- 
sponsible for some bumping on the backstretch, 
and when the field was in the homestretch the 
riders of the other two horses, evidently incensed, 
appeared to be trying to “get back” at her. The 
result was that both I Pass and Bay Angon par- 
ticipated in the bumping in the stretch. The of- 
ficials saw differently, however. Only I Pass was 
disqualified, first money being awarded to Plum- 
age, second to Bay Angon. 


GALLANT SIR’S CHAMPIONSHIP. 


The crowd at Latonia last Saturday, November 
5, for the next to last running of the Latonia 
Championship ($25,000 added, 3-year-olds, 1% 
miles) made Morton L. Schwartz's Gusto a heavy 
favorite, at $1.03 to $1, with Norman W. Church’s 
Gallant Sir second choice. A glance at the two 
colts in the paddock was enough to indicate that 
the odds should have been the other way. Gal- 
lant Sir, a great, robust, vigorous, lop-eared 


fellow, towered over Gusto by nearly two hands, 
it looked. Gusto, in contrast to Gallant Sir, had 
an exceptionally long back, and, unlike most of 
the sons of American Flag, was a rather light- 
bodied sort. 


The race confirmed the paddock impression. 
Under equal weights, 126 pounds for each, Gal- 
lant Sir had the other five starters at his mercy 
all during the long gallop over the heavy course. 
Jockey G. Woolf kept the California colt back 
while C. V. Whitney’s Mad Frump, Dr. J. Fred 
Adams’ Rehoboth and Dixiana’s Cee Tee led 
down the backstretch the first time. After the 
first quarter Mad Frump, ridden by E. Legere, 
took the lead only to lose it, before the stands 
were reached, to the big son of *Sir Gallahad III. 
Thereafter Gallant Sir kept the lead without ef- 
fort while Mad Frump clung close to him until 
the labor well nigh exhausted the son of Mad 
Hatter. Gallant Sir won by six lengths, unex- 
tended, and Mad Frump took second place, four 
lengths ahead of Gusto. The latter never threat- 
ened. He showed distress signals going down 
the backstretch the second time, when he was 
still in fifth place. Going into the far turn for 
the second time he was nearly 10 lengths be- 
hind Mad Frump, which was still laboring at 
Gallant Sir’s heels. In the homestretch as Gal- 
lant Sir’s pace was allowed to slacken, Gusto 
gained a few lengths, but he was plainly out of 
competition. He finished a dozen lengths ahead 
of Cee Tee, with Rehoboth next and Big Beau 
last. Time, :26 1-5, :52 4-5, 1:19 3-5, 1:47 3-5, 
2:15 3-5, 2:43 1-5, 3:12 2-5, track heavy. Stakes 
division, $28,465, $3,000, $2,000, $1,000. Nomi- 
nators’ awards, $2,000 to A. B. Hancock for nom- 
inating the winner, $1,500 to the estate of H. P.

CAPTAIN McKINLEY. 

Capt. E. B. McKinley of the United States 

Army Remount Service, who has been relieved 


from duty at Kansas City and transferred to a 
station in the Hawaiian Islands, was in Lexing- 
ton last week for a couple of days to visit old 
friends. He went on to Washington and from 
there will go to San Francisco to embark for 
Honolulu. He was a guest at the Thoroughbred 
Club’s luncheon in the Phoenix Hotel Friday of 
last week and was called upon for an expression 
as to the market for horses and mules in the 
Middle West. He said, in part: 

“At every farm you go by, you see an old 
tractor sitting out in the weather or under a 
shed, rusting away. The depression has helped 
the horse market because farmers have been 
steadily getting away from machinery for farm 
work. For years they have been operating farms 
uneconomically, and they now are faced by the 
necessity of getting back on a more economical 
basis. The result is that farmers now want 
horses. The type they are asking for is the draft 
‘chunk,’ harness-marked and ready to be put to 
work. Draft fillies are at a premium on all mar- 
kets. There has been little demand for light 
stock, the requirements being about 4 to 1 for 
the draft type. The upturn in the price of cotton 
has also done wonders for the mule market.” 


McKAY BROTHERS BUY YEARLINGS. 


McKay Brothers, of Milwaukee, Wis., have 
bought five yearlings at Lexington and will ship 
them this week to their stables at home to re- 
main a while and then go to Agua Caliente. 
From Mrs. Frank Hare they secured a very 
promising chestnut colt by Wildair—*Delicious 
II, by The White Knight. From Joe Houston 
they got four: Chestnut colt by Sun Pal—Miss 
Gadabout, by *Trevisco; bay filly by *Baigneur 
—*La Recolte, by *Meddler; bay filly by Chil- 
howee—*Tourvilla, by Son-in-Law, and chestnut 
filly by Chilhowee—Spitfire, by *Royal Canopy. 
McKay Brothers formerly were identified with 
light harness horse racing and were quite suc- 
cessful. They have taken a contract on Ap- 
prentice Bobby Reeves, of Lexington. Their 
plan is to race in California and at the Chicago 
tracks. Harry McKay will do the training, and 
Thomas McKay will look after the business side 
of their work.

The yearling chestnut colt by Reigh Count out 
of Anita Peabody, by Luke McLuke, bred and 
owned by Mrs. John D. Hertz was shipped this 
week from Lexington to Leona Stock Farm, Cary, 
Ill. The colt was sent from Leona Stock Farm, 
as a weanling to A. B. Hancock’s Claiborne Stud, 
Paris, Ky. He remained there until a few weeks 
ago, when he was sent to C. C. Van Meter to be 
broken at the Kentucky Association track.

The Temple Gwathmey Memorial Steeplechase 
Handicap was also down for decision and was 
won by Golden Meadow. Further details of these 
stakes will be given next week.

ILLINOIS 


TO RACE AGAIN AT HARLEM. 


HICAGOANS are to see a revival of racing 
at the late John S. Condon’s famous old 
Harlem track, if the plans of Harry A. Ash, As- 
sistant Attorney General, Edward F. Carruthers, 
Martin Nathanson and John S. Cosden, Jr., and 
their associates mature. 

Mr. Ash announced on Monday of this week 
that the new plant has been incorporated under 
the names of Harlem Jockey Club and Harlem 
Racing Association and that the stock is being 
privately subscribed for. No public offering of 
securities is to be made. The property, which is 
still owned by the Condon estate, has been in 
use for several years as a public golf course. The 
mile track is still in existence and will not re- 
quire much to restore it to its former good con- 
dition. The plans have been drawn for a new 
grand stand and a new clubhouse, together with 
a reconstruction of stables and an arrangement 
for parking of automobiles and for the beautifi- 
cation of the plant. 

The immediate expenditure will be approxi- 
mately $750,000. The total investment in land 
and equipment will represent $1,500,000, accord- 
ing to Mr. Ash’s statement. It is the expectation 
of its promoters to have the plant ready for 
racing by May 1, 1933. 

No statement has been made by Mr. Ash or his 
associates relative to racing dates, but it is said 
to be likely that the Harlem plant will supplant 
Aurora in the schedule for the Chicago district. 
It is understood that Harlem will not be repre- 
sented in the Illinois Turf Association. 


TENNESSEE 


GRASSLANDS SALE. 


ITH the exception of Avondale Farm, on 

which is located Race Horse Tavern, the 
company’s headquarters, all of the Southern 
Grasslands Hunt and Racing Foundation’s land 
in the vicinity of Gallatin, Tenn., was sold by 
auction Friday, November 4. The sale was the 
outgrowth of proceedings under which the operat- 
ing company last March was declared bankrupt. 
E. L. Dudney, one of three trustees in bank- 
ruptcy, conducted the sale and the returns are 
to be reported this week to Winn F. Clouse, 
referee in bankruptcy, in Nashville. The offer- 
ings embraced 62 farms with a total of 11,000 
acres, for which an aggregate of $665,000 was 
obtained. This represents an average of a trifle 
more than $60 per acre. The organization, which 
was formed in 1929, with Rogers Caldwell, of 
Nashville; Joseph B. Thomas, of New York; John 
M. Branham, of Gallatin, and other men prom- 
inent in hunting, as the leading spirits, spent 
vast sums of money in the ambitious promotion, 
which was to feature hunting and steeplechasing. 
The International Steeplechase, for a purse of 
$5,000 and a gold cup, was twice run over an 
elaborately constructed course on grounds known 
as Grasslands Downs. The inspiration was all 
right, and the location was ideal, but the time 
was inauspicious. The scheme went to smash

*DURBAR IV’S DESCENDANTS. 

HE result of the one-mile Grand Criterium, 

for 2-year-olds, in France, has already been 
alluded to in THE BLOOD-HORSE (October 22, page 
452). We did not then make note of the fact 
that the winner, Pantalon, was a grandson of 
*Durbar II, which died last year. Pantalon, one 
of the ranking 2-year-olds of France, is by Scar- 
amouche out of La Traviata, by Alcantara II, 
second dam Tregaron, by Tredennis, third dam 
Whinstone, by Desmond. Scaramouche, his sire, 
is a son of *Durbar II out of Saperlipopette, by 
Cheri. 

Second to Pantalon in the Grand Criterium was 
Negundo, which also carries a strain of the 
Derby winner *Durbar II. Negundo’s sire is the 
young stallion Banstar, whose “American” 
crosses would bar him from the General Stud 
Book of England, but not from the French Stud 
Book. Banstar is by Sunstar out of the famous 
mare Durban, which has two crosses of Hanover. 
Durban is by *Durbar II (whose second dam, 
Urania, was by Hanover) out of Banshee, by 
the American racer, Irish Lad, next dam Fri- 
zette, by Hamburg (son of Hanover). 

Jean Stern bred Pantalon and with him re- 
peated the mistake he made with Biribi, which 
noted racer and sire he sold to Simon Guthmann 
as a yearling because his off fore foot was 
smaller than the near. Mr. Stern ran Panta- 
lon in selling races early this year after his 
second race allowed him to pass to Guy de Mola 
for the pittance of 15,000 francs ($600). Mr. 
de Mola raced him in a “seller’’ and lost him to 
Mr. Irani for 35,000 francs ($1,400). David Eng- 
lander, the former American trainer, was han- 
dling the horses of Mr. Irani and had advised 
the purchase of the colt. Not long afterwards, 
however, Mr. Irani, disgusted because his Good- 
ly was disqualified out of first money in the 
Grand Prix de Deauville, ordered Mr. Englander 
to get rid of Pantalon, Goodly and Brimful. All 
three were lost in claiming races. A_ racing 
newcomer, Henri Cottevieille, who has become 
one of Mr. Englander’s patrons, took all three. 
Pantalon’s winnings total about 300,000 francs. 
He is engaged for the Two Thousand Guineas 
of next year, but not in the other classics. 


DISQUALIFICATION RESCINDED. 


A decision recently reported in Germany’s 
racing calendar is quite unique, so far as we 
know. Mio d’Arezzo had been disqualified in 
the German St. Leger in favor of Wilderich, 
which finished second, on the complaint of the 
trainer of Arabeske, which had finished fourth 
(THE BLOOD-HORSE, October 8, page 402). The 
trainer’s claim was that Mio d’Arezzo had jos- 
tled Arabeske. T. M. Oppenheimer, long prom- 
inent on the German Turf and owner of the colt 
which finished first, appealed the ruling to the 
supreme Turf authority of the country, and that 
body handed down a decision that the disquali- 
fication was not justified; that he had not jos- 
tled any horse in the race; that he be rein- 
stated as the winner and Wilderich be paid 
second money instead of first. 


PETER PAN WINS MELBOURNE CUP. 
Meager details of the result of the Melbourne 

Cup, run November 1 in Australia, were fur- 

nished by cable last week. The great two-mile 


race was won by Peter Pan, a 3-year-old which, 
by virtue of his series of stakes victories during 
the season, included the Australian Jockey Club 
Derby, has risen suddenly to an undisputed cham- 
pionship of the Antipodes. He was a heavily 
played favorite in the Cup. Second to him, beaten 
two lengths, was the 20-1 shot, Yarramba. 
Shadow King, which finished second last year, 
was held at 25 to 1 and finished third in the field 
of 26.

Peter Pan was bred by his owner, R. R. Dan- 
gar. His sire is the English-bred Tracery horse 
Pantheon, which raced in England under the less 
classic name of Spalpeen. After his importation 
to Australia and after the changing of his name, 
he raced with considerable success, winning 
numerous stakes and handicaps and acquiring a 
reputation as one of the best horses in Australia. 
He stands now, along with the aging Magpie, 
at the stud of Percy Miller, and it is to his great 
credit that Peter Pan is one of his first crop of 
foals. Peter Pan’s dam is from a family which 
has been established for many generations in the 
Antipodes. Stout distance-running strains are on 
both sides of the pedigree. 


HARRY WRAGG BREAKS LEG. 


Jockey Harry Wragg, who had the mount on 
Mrs. John D. Hertz’s Reigh Count in the Ascot 
Gold Cup of 1929, suffered a broken leg when he 
was thrown from Donatia on the way to the 
post for a race at Newcastle October 19. He is 
second to Gordon Richards on the list of leading 
jockeys in England with 102 winners this year. 


FOREIGN NOTES. 


The Paris flat-racing season ends Novem- 
ber 12. 

A certain number of horses are examined for 
“dope” every day at French courses. 

Gordon Richards, leading rider in England, 
has broken his previous record of 164 winners 
in a season, made in 1927. At the end of the 
racing of October 22 he had 166 winners this 
year. 

Prince Aly Khan, son and heir of H. H. the 
Aga Khan, was cut on the head and had a tooth 
knocked out when his car collided with a lorry 
recently. 

In the Grand Prize of Karlshorst, a steeple- 
chase, at Berlin October 8, the first five horses 
were disqualified on the complaint of the trainer 
of the sixth horse. The complaint was that the 
first five horses had taken the wrong course.

DEATH OF *BROCATELLE. 


*Brocatelle, dam of Toro, died recently at the 
Brookmeade Farm of Mrs. Dodge Sloane in 
Maryland. Mrs. Sloane went to $22,000 to pur- 
chase *Brocatelle and her bay colt foal by Ned- 
die out of the E. B. McLean dispersal sale in 
June, 1931. 

A. B. Hancock, master of Claiborne and El- 
lerslie Studs, bought *Pietra, a mare by Pieter- 
maritzburg—Briar-root, by Springfield, from the 
British Bloodstock Agency early in 1915 and got 
also her filly foal (*Brocatelle) by Radium as 
well as a season to Myram. After the breeding 
season of that year the mare and her foal were 
shipped to America. The following spring *Pie- 
tra, to the cover of Myram, produced June Rose, 
which became the dam of the top-notch 3-year- 
old Brown Bud and of the good mare Primrose, 
one of the best fillies of her year and dam of 
the stakes winner Gold Prize, her first foal. 

*Brocatelle was sold to Gifford A. Cochran, 
for whom she raced indifferently. She failed to 
win, although she placed several times at two, 
and at three, in cheap company, she took one 
race, after which she passed out of Mr. Coch- 
ran’s ownership. She did not race after her 3- 
year-old season, but passed to E. B. McLean, 
who retired her to the stud but failed to secure 
a foal from her until 1924 and then was so un- 
fortunate as to lose the foal. Her first foal 
to reach the races was the Sweep colt Toro, 
which came in 1925, stakes winner at two, three 
and four and among the very best of his age, 
counting among his victories the American Der- 
by. After Toro’s arrival, *Brocatelle had foals 
with some regularity, her later produce includ- 
ing the winner Outburst and the stakes winner 
Brocado. 

*Brocatelle was a member of a famous family 
of mares, and she and her dam already have ex- 
ercised an important influence in American 
breeding. Irish Lassie, by Celt out of *Pietra, 
produced the fine mare Easter Stockings. *Fancy 
Me, an imported granddaughter of *Pietra, is 
dam of the stakes winner Bad News Bob. Brown 
Bud, a high-class race horse, is in the stud at 
Claiborne Farm now and is getting good-looking 
foals. Mr. Hancock has three daughters of *Pie- 
tra in the stud. One is Lady Stone, winner of 
10 races, by Jim Gaffney. Her yearling, by Up- 
set, is reported to be one of the best in the 
string of Jerome H. Louchheim, who bought him 
at Saratoga for $1,100. Lady Stone also has 
a splendid weanling filly by *Sir Gallahad III at 
Claiborne. Another daughter of *Pietra is Stone- 
chat, by Chatterton; she has a promising wean- 


ling colt by Diavolo. The third daughter of 
*Pietra is Stoney Stare, by Campfire, now in foal} 
for the first time, to Stimulus. 


CLOCK TOWER AT ELSMEADE. 


When Max Hirsch shipped Gusto from Mary. 
land to Latonia to run in the Latonia Champion- 
ship Stakes, he sent along with him Clock Tower 
and Clarify, also the property of Morton L, 
Schwartz, which were transferred by motor van 
to Elsmeade Farm, near Lexington. Mr. Hirsch 
came to Lexington Wednesday of last week to 
visit Elsmeade and also to inspect some year- 
lings Joe F. Patterson is training for him and 
to see the breeding stock and weanlings he has 
at Horace N. Davis’ Blue Grass Heights Stock 
Farm and John W. Marr’s Clarkland. He also 
went to Mereworth Stud to see several yearlings 
by Display. While in Lexington Mr. Hirsch stated 
that Clock Tower is to enter the stud at Els- 
meade Farm next season. He spoke in highest 
terms of appreciation of the 4-year-old brown 
or black son of *Snob II from Daylight Saving

Enough, by *Ogden from the noted old mare 
Tea’s Over (dam of Dick Welles, Dick Finnell, 
Ort Wells, etc.), by Hanover. *Snob II, a French 
horse, is by Prestige from May Dora, by *Isidor 
out of Mai, by *Meddler. Clock Tower, winner 
of the Maryland, Southampton and Washington 
Handicaps, and four other races, earned $58,600. 
He is a member of the No. 9 family. 

Clarify, 2-year-old bay colt, by Chatterton— 
Maharanee, by *Brown Prince II, is to be fired 
and turned out. Clear, 2-year-old brown colt, 
by Flying Ebony—Pond Lily, by Ultimus, which 
was sent to the farm some time back, because 
of a low bow, has already been fired and seems 
to be doing nicely. Clear made two starts, both 
at Arlington Park. In his first he was wearing 
down Poppyman, which got the decision by a 
head. In his second he came from seventh at 
the start to finish in the place, four lengths be- 
hind Ladysman, and the same distance in front 
of Rush Hour in a race of 14 runners. ‘“Clear’s 
a smashing colt,’’ said Mr. Hirsch. “If he had 
not gone wrong, it is my thought that he would 
have shown himself to have been just about the 
best 2-year-old of 1932.” 

There are now seven horses at Elsmeade to go 
into a string to be raced for Mr. Schwartz at 
Hialeah Park by Trainer Hirsch. They are:

ARRIVAL OF NEA LAP. 


Phar Lap’s sister, Nea Lap, bred in New 
Zealand and purchased this summer by John Hay 
Whitney to be used as a brood mare, arrived in 
New York from Australia on October 3 and was 
shipped to Mrs. Payne Whitney’s Greentree 
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Farm, Lexington, arriving Saturday, November 
5, She arrived in good condition, looking well. 
It is intended that she be bred to The Porter 
next spring. 

Nea Lap was a moderate race horse. She was 
foaled in 1927 and is now a 5-year-old, both by 
Australasian and American standards. She did 
not race at two. In five starts at three she was 
second once and unplaced four times, earning 
about $75. At four, she started 16 times, won 
four races, was third in three and unplaced in 
nine, earning £694, or about $3,470, figuring the 
pound at its approximate par value of $5. 

Her first win was in the Glenary Highweight 
Handicap, one mile, in which she carried 116 
pounds. Next she won the Queen’s Plate, with 
116 pounds, mile in 1:38 3-5. Both these races 
were at Hawke’s Bay. At Wellington she won 
the January Handicap with 114 pounds, mile in 
1:37. Her other win was in the Epsom Han- 
dicap, 114 miles.

DR. DIMOCK’S DIAGNOSIS. 

Another reaction to Dr. W. W. Dimock’s recent 
trip to Europe is indicated in the following para- 
graph taken from a letter written by P. J. Malone 
from the Haras du Quesnay in Normandy to the 
editor of Horse and Hound (London) and pub- 
lished in the issue of October 31: 

“You asked me to send you a note on Dr. 
Dimock, but I see that ‘Faraway,’ in the 
Horse and Hound for October 14th, has pretty 
well explained the difference between the urine 
tests and the examination carried out by Dr. 
Dimock. I have seen a good deal of the latter’s 
work over here, and must say I consider him 
very sound. I have also been able to verify (at 
post-mortem, unfortunately) some of his diag- 
nosis, and have found him 100 per cent correct. 
I will cite you an example of a valuable mare 
that came in season quite regularly and normally, 
but would not get in foal. The diagnosis was en- 
larged cystic ovaries, and that the mare would 
not breed again; while the post-mortem showed 
both ovaries very enlarged and cystic, with just 
enough ovarian tissue left to form eggs, but it 
was impossible for them to escape into the 


uterus to be fertilized. It is not difficult to work 
out what two or three such mares, going to 
expensive stallions, will cost a breeder before he 
gives up in despair.” 


S. M. H. B. A. MEETINGS. 

The Southern Maryland Horse Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation’s monthly meeting for November was 
held Thursday evening, November 3, at John F. 
Markle’s Andover Farm, Linthicum Heights, near 
Baltimore.

It was very elementary, such as, a number 
present thought, was needed.

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NOTES ON NICKS 


By MATCHEM 

DWARD R. BRADLEY announces in this 

issue the terms under which his five stallions 
will stand in 1933. The fees are the same as last 
season except Black Toney’s, reduced from 
$2,500 to $2,000. All are due in advance, and 
a live foal will be insured for an additional 10 
per cent of the stud fee. 

The Idle Hour Farm sstallions constitute a 
group of unusual quality. Dean of them is the 
venerable Black Toney, whose sons and daughters 
have been stepping with the best for years. Black 
Toney is one of the main supports of the Idle 
Hour breeding structure. His pedigree:

A glance is enough to show the adaptability of 
a pedigree of this sort. Its first noticeable feature 
is the Domino-Ben Brush cross that has been 
successful in so many instances. But it is not 
overrun with any of the other popular strains, 
making possible a wide range in the choice of 
mates. No inbreeding appears in the above pedi- 
gree, but by extending it another generation it 
will be seen that Alarm was the sire of Himyar 
on the top side and of Albia on the bottom. Bel- 
gravia, Black Toney’s dam, was inbred to the 
great mare Queen Mary, dam of *Bonnie Scotland 
and Bonnie Doon. 

No “nick” can even be suggested for Black 
Toney. He has gone in all directions to get his 
stakes winners. Black Gold, his most famous 
son, was out of a mare of the most obscure 
genealogy. Useeit, the western mare which foaled 
the Kentucky Derby winner of 1924, was by 
Bonnie Joe, a son of Faustus (by Enquirer— 
Lizzie G.) out of Bonnie Rose, by *Bonnie Scot- 
land. Effie M., dam of Useeit, had no familiar 
name in her pedigree until one reached Galopin, 
her great-grandsire. Three names in this pedi- 
gree represent a return of blood to Black Toney’s 
pedigree, namely, Lizzie G., *Bonnie Scotland 
and Galopin. 

To enumerate the successful crosses with Black 
Toney would fill a page, but conspicuously miss- 
ing among them are the names of Hanover and 
the line of Fair Play. Except for Black Diamond, 
which is out of a Fair Play mare, and Crowning 
Glory, whose grandam was Hanover’s grand- 
daughter, none of Black Toney’s better stakes 
winners traces to either of these two important 
sources of Thoroughbred class. Why is this so? 
You tell me. 

Successful inbreeding has been practiced with 
Black Toney. One of his good sons, Black Pan- 
ther, has the following pedigree:

Other inbreeding, which fails to show up in the 
above, is that to Galopin, grandsire of Broom- 


stick’s dam. Inbreeding to Peter Pan with op} 
one free generation is not surprisng, but this 
is the only case I have noted in which the name 
of Ben Brush appears twice so close up in the 
pedigree of a good race horse. Black Panther 
was a fast horse, it will be remembered. He 
was given a chance as a stock horse at Mere. 
worth Stud, but proved infertile and was returneg 
to racing, with little success. Crowning Glory’s 
dam, *Frizeur, was by *Sweeper, a grandson of 
Ben Brush. 

Another example of inbreeding to Black 
Toney’ ancestors is in the pedigree of Blockhead, 
a moderate stakes winner. Blockhead’s dam was 
Masks and Faces, a mare by Disguise, which 
was by Domino (Black Toney’s great-grandsire) 
out of *Bonnie Gal (Black Toney’s grandam). 

But the most far-reaching in effect were the 
matings of Black Toney with *Vaila and her 
near-relative *Padula. From the latter he got 
Black Servant, from the former, Broadway Jones, 
Miss Jemima and Befuddle. *North Star III got 
Blossom Time from *Vaila. But it took the sec- 
ond generation to bring about the full fruition of 
these matings. Note:

Unless one prefers Equipoise, Blue Larkspur is 
the finest specimen (track performances con- 
sidered) among the present younger generation 
of representatives of the Domino male line. It 
will readily be seen that he is Domino in male line 
only. His stud-mate, Bubbling Over, is much 
more Domino than Blue Larkspur. Bubbling Over 
is by *North Star III out of Beaming Beauty, by 
Sweep (son of Ben Brush and grandson of 
Domino) out of Bellisario, by Hippodrome (whose 
sire and dam were both by Domino). 

Bubbling Over, I think, will need foreign 
crosses much more than Blue Larkspur, which 
is already well fortified with them, a fact evi- 
denced by his inclination to run a route. I have 
a small amount of ready evidence in the case of 
Bubbling Over. Burgoo King, winner of this 
year’s Kentucky Derby, is out of a mare im- 
ported in utero. Chouette, a smart racer by 
Bubbling Over which met an untimely death 
after winning the Colorado Stakes of 1930, was 
out of *Peroration, a mare inbred to Bend Or (a 
name lacking in the pedigree of Bubbling Over). 
Boys Howdy, Bubbling Over’s only other stakes 
winner, is a son of Batter Cake, also imported 
in utero. Batter Cake is inbred to St. Simon 
(also lacking in Bubbling Over’s pedigree). 

Blue Larkspur’s oldest foals are weanlings— 
and no more promising group will be found in 
Kentucky. Here is a horse which appears 
destined for well nigh certain stud success. It 
would be difficult to go wrong in mating him. 
His daddy, Black Servant, has scored his major 
successes (Blue Larkspur, Baba Kenny, Barn 
Swallow) with mares by *North Star III, but his 
ancestry offers numerous other opportunities for 
successful crosses. His pedigree lacks such im- 
portant names as Fair Play, *Rock Sand, Hamp- 
ton, St. Simon, Isonomy. . 

Old *North Star III has done good service for 
American breeders since Colonel Bradley brought 
him from England. He is an excellent source of 
speed when one does not want to sacrifice stamina. 
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LEXINGTON SALES 


HE catalogue for the annual sale of Thor- 

oughbreds at the Lexington Sales Paddocks, 
November 14, 15 and 16, came from the press 
Saturday last and has been widely distributed 
throughout the country. It is a voluminous 
compilation, embracing 550 lots, of which ap- 
proximately 300 are mares. They are, gener- 
ally speaking, well bred and many of them are 
in foal to excellent sires. There is a supple- 
ment embracing another 10 head, which brings 
the total of the sale up to 560. There will be 
six stallions offered, namely: Galetian, Insco, 
Lovely Manners, *Pharamond II, Sand Mole and 
Sweep On. The yearlings number close to 250 
and the remainder of the sale embraces wean- 
lings and a few horses in training. 

The requests for catalogues indicate unusual 
interest in the sale and it is expected the at- 
tendance will be large. The market, however, has 
not been such as would lead one to believe that 
prices will be high, therefore, it is reasonable 
to suppose that many bargains will be obtained. 
THE BLOOD-HORSE says again that persons hav- 
ing pasturage and able to finance purchases can 
not make investments in anything that will, in 
so short a time, yield larger returns than Thor- 
oughbred horses. We urge all who are in a po- 
sition to lay out money for investment purposes 
at this time to take advantage of this wonder- 
ful opportunity to obtain really desirable breed- 
ing stock. 

The writer has not seen all of the yearlings 
to be offered next week, but running through 
the catalogue and listening to the statements of 
persons who have seen them, the impression pre- 
vails that those seeking racing material, either 
for winter activities or for contests later in the 
season of 1933, can be well suited. 

Mr. Tranter has everything shipshape at the 
plant on the Paris Pike, some 12 or 15 minutes 
ride from the middle of Lexington, and he wishes 
it known that the sales of the breeding stock 
will be held each afternoon and that the year- 
lings will be disposed of at night.

HOLLY BEACH YEARLING TRIALS 


— 


HE yearling trials at Sylvester W. Labrot’s 

Holly Beach Farm near Annapolis, Mary- 
land, were held Saturday morning, October 29. 
Mr. Labrot and some friends were present and 
Trainer William Irvine came over from Laurel 
to watch. The yearlings had been broken by 
Assistant Trainer Thomas Glasscock. The timers 
were William Irvine and Charles O. Dunlin, gen- 
eral manager of the Labrot interests. Recent 
heavy rains had deadened the track and Trainer 
Irvine opined it was “fully a second slow.” 

Of the 19 yearlings tried, eight are home- 
preds. Probably the best of the bunch, though 
not raised at Holly Beach, is the roan colt by 
*Sir Greysteel out of Anquince, by Peter Quince, 
raised in Woodford County, Kentucky, by John 
H. Morris. This colt was a Saratoga sale pur- 
chase. 

The training track at Holly Beach is one 
mile in length and is constructed so that the in- 
ner rail is water-level the whole way round, there 
being no part faster than others.
